Distinctive Sound Creators 

Creators of a five-voice sound, 
the quartet's harmony as record- 
ed on Capitol records has proven 
popular. Consistantly winning 
readers and critics polls, this is 
the fifth straight year they have 
captured the Downbeat award. 

Stan Kenton heard them per- 
form in Dayton, Ohio, and ar- 
ranged a contract with Capitol. 
Since 1955, and their highly suc- 
cessful single of Day by Day, 
the Four Freshmen have had a 
number of best sellers, including 
Graduation Day, Charmaine, and 
Julie Is Her Name. Some of their 
top albums include Voices in 
Modern, Freshmen Favorites, and 
Four Freshmen and Five Trom- 
bones. Their latest album is 
Voices in Love 

Group Plays Instruments 

The group accompanies itself 
with Bob Flanigan, top voice, 
trembone and bass, Don Barbour, 
second voice, guitar, Ross Bar- 
bour. third voice, drums and 
trumpet, and Ken Albers, bass, 
trumpet, and mellophone.

Gambrell, a newcomer to the 
recording world, made his first 
album in 1958 with Chico Hamil- 
ton and Ben Tucker on the 
World-Pacific label, The blind 
San Francisco musician follows 
the tradition of Art Tatum and 
Oscar Peterson.

Students Probe 
Organizations 


Weaknesses in the various stu- 
dent governing bodies on campus 
are being analyzed by a special 
student committee, stated Lee 
Elam, student association presi- 
dent, at last Monday’s Student 
Council Meeting. 

Elam said the purpose of the 
committee's analysis is three-fold: 
1--“The objectives and goals of 
the student association and the 
ability of its governing bodies to 
fulfill these objectives have not 
been analyzed for a long time; 

2—“There is existing student 
discontent with some of the gov- 
erning and co-ordinating bodies; 
and 3—A few student leaders 
seriously question the value of 
some of these organizations, as 
they exist, to the individuals and 
groups they represent.” 

“The ultimate goals of the 
committee,” Elam added, “are to 
define the objectives of the stu- 
dent association and make rec- 
ommendations for improvements 
in its organizational structure to 
the Student Council.” 

The committee is being chaired 
by Tom Willoughby. Other mem- 
bers include Francis Rapetti, sec- 
retary: Jim Downton, Nancy 
Marshall, Don Sturgeon, Larry 
Felion, Dave Roberts, and Elam. 

Student Council moved to ac- 
cept as a general outline the rec- 
ommendations made by a special 
committee for a jamboree based 
campus-wide activity in place of 
the annual all-campus picnic. 

Council members also voted 
unanimously to adopt the admin- 
istration policy regarding the con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages 
at ASSSC functions. 

The ASSSC policy on drinking, 
Article IV, Section 2, No. 10 
previously stated, “No alcoholic 
beverage may be served or con- 
sumed at any ASSSC function.” 

The new ASSSC adopted policy 
reads: “The Associated Students 
of Sacramentu State College does 
not condone the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages on the part 
of any student at ASSSC fune- 
tions, and will not tolerate the 
abuse of any governmental orde 
inances concerning liquor.”

Members questioned the need 
for such a statement as they de- 
bated the actual meaning of “club 
responsibility to the campus.” 
In response to the questions, 
“Where does the responsibility 
originate?” President Elam in- 
formed the group that this re- 
sponsibility is “not written.” 

Phil Isenberg, Westminster 
Club’s representative, stated that 
in his opinion, it is an “indi- 
vidual responsibility—-dual par- 
ticipation originating through 
initial student body cards.” 

Walt Gray, representative 
from Bus. Ad. Club, commented 
“From semester to semester it 
has been said a club depends on 
its membership. Our basic re- 
sponsibility must be to our mem- 
bers, There must be enthusiasm 
first for the members, then what 
is left over is a secondary re- 
sponsibility to the College. We 
shouldn't say it has to be of pri- 
mary concern.” B.A.S.S.’s repre- 
sentative, JoLean Udell, main- 
tained that “it is difficult to fill 
out a statement for something 
you can’t define.” 

Isenberg added, “It should be 
a matter of choice——patterned 
within your needs.” 

The discussion was then tabled 
so that members could consult 
their respective organizations, 
and return with further opinions 
and their decision regarding the 
previously mentioned statement 
of responsibility].

Institute of Science in 1959. Dr. Car! E. Ludwig, chairman of the division of science and 
mathematics, announced today. The award is part of a nationwide program by which se- 
lected colleges will concentrate their resources on raising the standards of science teach- 


ing in high schools. Forty-two thousand 


scholarship aids. Approximately 
sixty high school teachers of sci- 
will receive grants which 
will cover tuition, fees, and a 
stipend of not more than $75.00 
a week, plus allowances for 
travel and dependents, 

Sacramento State College is 
one of 350 national institutions 
whose science programs complied 
with the standards of the Na- 
tiona] Science Foundation.

Dept. of Finance Backs 
$4-$5 Monthly Fee 


Ey JERRY LIPMAN 

According to a policy formu- 
fated at the October meeting of 
the presidents of the various 
state colleges, “The state col- 
jeges and the State Department 
of Education are opposed in prin- 
ciple to charging fees for park- 
ing, for either students or staff, 
in the state colleges.” 

This stand has created a con- 
troversy between the colleges 
and the State Department of 
Education on the one hand, and 
the State Department of Finance 
on the other. 

The Department of Finance 
considers parking a privilege and 
not a part of the educational pro- 
gram. It therefore refuses to 
grant funds to the colleges for 
construction or expansior of 
parking facilities unless the col- 
leges charge fees in the vicinity 
of $4 to $5 per car per month 
for their use. 

Opposed From Outset 

Sacramento State College has 
from the outset refused to do 
this. Dr. F. Blair Mayne, ex- 





“ecutive dean, points out that such 


action would put the college in 
the position of charging a student 
more for a year’s parking than 
it does for registration and in- 
struction over a similar period of 
time. 

President's Policy Backs SSC 

Issuance of the presidents’ pol- 
icy brings official and numerical 
backing to the battle which Sac- 
ramento State College has waged 
as an individual unit for more 
than two years. 

Maintains Expansion Unfair 

One of the factors contributing 
to the attitude of the Depart- 
ment of Finance is its contention 
that to provide funds for park- 
ing expansion to those colleges 
having Jand upon which to ex- 
pand would be unfair to the col- 
Jeges which do not have land 
available to them. 

Suggested Fees Prohibitive 

The state colleges and the 
State Department of Education, 
in their statement of policy, (a) 
describe free parking to be con- 
sistent with the objectives of the 
state colleges, and with the prac- 
tice of encouraging students with 
publicly financed scholarships 
and loans; (b) cite the free park- 
ing practices of other segments 
of the state public school system, 
as well as of business and in- 
dustry; and (c) refer to the pro- 
hibitive nature of parking fees 
from the student viewpoint. 

Furthermore, colleges are so 
placed as to be quite inaccessible 
to many students except by way 
of a private car. 

With both sides at a standoff, 
it is expected that the issue will 
come up in this session of the 
legislature, which convened this 
month 

Meanwhile, Sacramento State 
College has 1,954 permanent and 
500 temporary parking spaces on 
its campus, and finds that the 
number of incoming cars is in- 
creasing at the rate of 400 to 
500 per year. With as few as 200 
extra spaces available at peak 
periods, it is felt that the de- 
cision of the legislature will be 
of critical importance to the fue 
ture of Sacramento State College. 


Equipment Deposit 
Required By Cafe 


A one dollar deposit on equip- 
ment borrowed from the Food 
Service building will be required 
in the future, according to Mrs. 
Ursula Stanton, Food Service 
manager, A depesit will be re- 
quired on each unit borrowed, 
but there will be a maximum 
deposit of only $2.00 

Mrs. Stanton said that the de- 
posit is only a form of reminder 
to return borrowed equipment. 
She requested all customers who 
send a messenger to pick up the 
refreshments, send the deposit 
at the same time. 

This deposit will be on such 
equipment as thermos jugs and 
punch bowls.

Freddie Gambrell, a blind 
pianist from 5 Francisco, has 
been added to the jazz concert 
with the Four Freshmen next 
Tuesday. Reportedly he will have 
Ben Tucker on bass and a drum- 
mer with him to complete a 
rhythm trio. 

An album Gambrell made with 
Chico Hamilton was sent to us 
for publicity. Unfortunately, I 
have only heard the album once, 
but [ would like to pass on some 
of my impressions. 

There are three or four of 
Gambrell’s compositions on the 
record and some old favorites 
ranging from Give Me Five Min- 
utes More to Midnight Sun. 

Gambrell’s style should receive 
good response from the audience, 
because whether you like his 
music or not, he has interesting 
technique and and a very listen- 
able sound. He lists Tatum as one 
of his favorite pianists and the 
influence is very evident. His 
adept touch, especially in the 
right hand, and an innate sense 
of rhythm is very reminiscent of 
Tatum during the early forties. 

However, Gambrell sounds like 
a Tatum who has come back to 
take music and composing les- 
sons from Thelonious Monk. His 


very distinct use of dissonant 
chords seem to indicate that 
Gambrell, like Monk, feels that 


his musie should not be restricted 
to the old tried and true rules 

Listening to Midnight Sun, 
You're the Cream in My Coffee, 
and other standards, I am im- 
pressed with Gambrell’s ability 
to deviate sharply from the mel- 
ody, but still have the listener 
identify what the tune is. 

Give Me Five Minutes More 

is a tune that has been hanging 
around for a long time, and is 
rarely done by jazz groups, but 
Gambrell is at his best here, and 
presents a very nostalgic rendi- 
tion.

Ilusionary Authority 


If student council is to function properly it must be 
vested with certain clear cut authorities. At present their 
authority is rather nebulous and uncertain, especially in 
the case of matters which come via the college executive 
council. 

It would be fine for the student council to consider 
these matters if the executive council had decided to accept 
decisions made by the student council in these matters. 
However, as it turns out in most cases, only those matters 
which the executive council feels assured will be decided 
according to their point of view are turned over to the 
student council. 

This has two obvious effects. One, the executive coun- 
cil is not put in a position of dictating student poiicy and 
thus does not have to receive possible criticism resulting 
from policy decisions. The second is a psvchological matter 
in that the students are given the illusion of authority and 
significance. 

The discontinuation of the All College Picnic as it con- 
cerned the student council was the epitimy of the illusion- 
ary doctrine. In spite of the fact that the student council 
received only a RECOMMENDATION from the executive 
council to the effect that the pienic should be discontinued, 
they were not in a position to turn it down. 

The facts in the case were these. Jack Ramsey, men’s 
representative, moved that the student council not accept 
the executive council’s recommendation and the motion was 
seconded. At this point the council was told that actually 
the recommendation was a recommendation in name only 
and that they were not in a position to act contrary to ex- 
ecutive council’s wishes. The student council merely declined 
any type of comment concerning the picnic. 

Ramsey's action did exactly what it was intended to 
do, it gave credit where credit was due. The discontinuation 
of the picnic had been decided by the executive council 
without regard to the student council’s feelings. 

The point which must be made is that the executive 
counci,#hould take credit for decisions which it must ul- 
timately make and should accept the decisions of the stu- 
dent council in matters they turned over to them. 


Senior Ball Bids Must Be Sold 


It is extremely important for the members of the 
senior class to purchase their Senior Ball bids as soon as 











possible. 

A rather serious financial problem has arisen concern- 
ing the Senior Ball, which is annually held in the middle 
of June. The problem amounts to this, if the senior class 
cannot raise sufficient funds to promote the dance on their 
own then they will have to resort to the funds allocated by 
the associated students for the ball. 

If ASSSC funds are used, four things will happen. One, 
all proceeds over the estimated $270 in revenue will have 
to be turned over to the ASSSC, thus prohibiting the class 
from giving the customary $100 gift to the college. The 
last two senior classes have each given this amount of 
money to the college in order that, in the not too distant 
future, a permanent college sign may be erected in place of 
the one which currently stands at the entrance of the col- 
lege on J Street. The new sign would include a marque to 
be used to publicize major functions which the college holds. 

Secondly, the $150 in the ASSSC budget for the ball 
is not enough to cover the cost of renting the ballroom at 
the Hotel El Dorado, the only facility adequate for the 
affair other than Governors Hall on the state fairgrounds. 
Both the Governors Hall and the Memorial Auditorium, 
which is somewhat smaller, require reservations two years 
in advance in most cases. 

The senior ball would then have to be held in one of 
smaller, less expensive and less attractive halls in Sacra- 
mento. 

Also, the $300 allocated for the band would be suf- 


ficient but would not allow the class to hire additional enter- 
tainment as was done last June. 

Finally, there would be no funds available for addi- 
tional senior class activities in the spring semester. In the 
past the senior class has held a breakfast and one or two 
other programs during that semester. 

In short, the ultimate success of the 1959 senior bail 
depends entirely on the early sale of bids to members of 
the senior class and to such other persons who would care 
to help assure a high caliber event. 

The bids are now available in the student lounge at 
a cost of $3 per couple. The remainder of the senior fees 
may be paid at that time also,

If Ivan Karamazov, the metaphysical 
rebel in The Brothers Karamazov, were a character of 


current times he might use the 
above as an example to represent 
the sufferings of innocent chil- 
dren. 

The Judaic-Christian assertion 
that God sovereign!y decreed the 
present universe, willfully -per 
mitting the entrance of evil into it 
to fulfill those purposes which 
were elected in His own counsels 
is a basis for the rationalization 
of the presentce of evil in the 
world. If evil, which in this sense 
is suffering, is essential to divine 
creation, then divine creation is 
unacceptable. “And if the suffer- 
ings of children go to swell the 
sum of sufferings which was 
necessary to pay for truth, then 
I protest that the truth is not 
worth such a price,” said Ivan 
Karamzov. 

It is claimed that faith leads 
to immortal life. But hope for 
another life is equivalent to resig- 
nation, and to really live is not to 
be resigned. And if faith pre- 
same of sufferings which was 
terious God, and of evil, and of 
resignation to injustice, faith is 
also unacceptable. 

If faith is rejected, there is no 
immortality. If there is no im- 
mortality, there is neither reward 
nor punishment after death. If 
there is no reward or punishment 
after death, there is no universal 
moral law. Everything is per- 
mitted, in the sense that nothing 
is demanded. 

If immortality is rejected, and 
everything is permitted, then 
what remains? “I have a longing 
for life and I go on living in spite
